Publication of a speech by CHOU En-Iai was not, allowed 
until the Chinese volunteers were actually committed in Koroa...The “great 
concertion" of China is now, "Je are firhting in order that Europe may have 
peace", 


3. Rudolf Appelt (minister to the Soviet Union) said that in Moscow the prine 
importance of the United Nations is emphasized. The United ‘lations must 
revain an instrument of peace. The US°R derands a conferonee of the four : 
great rovers ®ussia, the United States, leane 25X1. 
tine, there arc no signs of a chanze in the attitude of the soviet Union 
on the Koroan question. Ifoseco counts on a lone var in Korea, with heavy 
American losses; tt the people of the Sovict Union are bearing the cost 
of armament for peace. Moscow expects of the German Democratic Republic 
that 46 vill react with all energy on the basis of the Prapue proporals. 


4o Dr. Friedrich 'lolf (minister to Polan’): ‘arsaw believes that the Line of 
peace must be drawn from the Elbe to the Pacific Yeean. The Gorman Democractic 
Republic is the rost imrortant sentinel alonz this Line. 


5, Fritz Grosse (minister to Czechoslovakia): The Czechs ave come to have con- 
fidence in the rower of the German Democratic Republic to maintain peace and 
to reunite Germany. 
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
